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We have alluded briefly to Mr. Wilson’s work bearing 
the same title as this article,* but it is worthy of a much 
more extended notice, containing as it does the history of 
the development of armored vessels down to the present 
time, and a full account of the manner in which they 
have comported themselves at sea and in action. The 
genesis of the ironclad is ascribed to the attack on Kin- 
burn, during the Crimean War, when the demonstration 


for the first time of the effect of shell fire made 
it clear that England must substitute walls of metal 
for her walls of oak. The story of the trial of iron- 


clads in action during our Civil War is told at length by 
Mr. Wilson, and forthis he islargely indebted to the author 
of Church's “Life of John Ericsson.” to whom he makes 
suitable acknowledgment. Then follows accounts of 
the battle of Lissa, of South American naval wars, of 
naval events of the Franco-German War, and the Russo- 
Turkish War, of actions on the South American coast 
and of the bombardment of the Alexandria forts, which 
concludes the first volume. In the second volume Mr. Wil- 
son deseribes French naval operations in Tunis and the 
Kast. the naval events of the civil wars in Chili and Bra- 
vil. terminating the narrative portion of the work with an 
account of the struggle between China and Japan, occu- 
pying several chapters. The three concluding chapters 
are devoted to “the naval battle of to-morrow,” “ironclad 
catastrophies,” and “the development of the English bat- 
tleship.” 

Mr. Wilson adds much to the interest of his work by 
departing from his text sufficiently to give us a clear 
and interesting account of the military events resulting 
in the employment of ironclads in action. Thus his two 
volumes become in effect a history of naval warfare dur- 
ing the modern era of armored vessels. The interest of 
his clearly written narrative is heightened by numerous 
maps, plans and illustrations. Every one at all interested 
in the subject of modern naval warfare should read this 
work: every officer who anticipates the possibility that 
his own fortunes may be closely associated with the fut- 
ure history of ironclads must read it, if he would not 
lenve his naval education incomplete. He will eagerly 
garner from Mr. Wilson's pages every scrap of informa- 
tion that may serve to make clearer his path of duty 
and he will find his work a storehouse of facts not easily 
exhausted. In it appear abundant illustrations of the 
fact that the naval battles of the future will be short 
and sharp, that the best men and not the best ships 
will win and that the position of commanding officer on 
a modern mar-of-war is no sinecure. “In her engagement 
with the Chilian ironclad the Huasear had in quick suc- 
cession four commanders; on the Akagi, at the Yalu, 
commander after commander was injured, and any ship 
which comes to anything like close quarters may fare as 
badly.” Every commissioned officer should, therefore, be 
practiced in handling the ship in fleet maneuvers, 

Commanding officers appear to have had more than 
their share of the casualties, for nothing is more remark- 
able than the diminutive expenditure of human life in 
ironelad fighting. During the American Civil War. 
when monitors were used, and at Lissa the losses were 
extremely small. Thirty-eight were killed and 138 wound- 
ed on board the Austrian ships, and the Italians lost five 
killed and thirty-nine wounded, including those who went 
down with the Re d'Italia and Palestro. But eight lives 
were lost on the armored ships of both sides. At Alex- 
andria six vessels of the British fleet had five killed and 
twenty-eight wounded. At Yalu the Japanese lost ten 
per cent. of their force of 3,000 and the Chinese 23 per 
cent. At Lissa the Italians lost six per cent. and the 
Austrians two per cent. At Trafalgar the Englist lost 
tien per cent. At the Nile the losses were 29 and 11 per 
cent.: at Camperdown 16 and 10 per cent. The British 
losses in some of the hottest naval fights with us in 1812 
were 32, 33, 37, 38 and 67 per cent. The losses at Yalu 
were, it is true, large, but at Yalu, as at Lissa, the 
greater proportion of deaths were due to drowning. It 
is suggested that there should be an international agree- 
ment not to fire upon those engaged in saving the drown- 
ing and that unarmed special vessels should be at hand 
to rescue them. 

Irom first to last the Southern torpedo service during 
our Civil War accounted for thirty-two ships, of which 
four were monitors and three armored gunboats. To 
Cushing and the Confederate Davids before Charleston 
is due the modern torpedo oat, with the automatic 
Whitehead substituted for the spar. The Blanco is sup- 
posed to have been sunk by a torpedo, one of seven fired 
against her in the Chilian war. This was the first ocea- 
sion when the Whitehead is known to have been sue: 
cessfully employed against an ironclad. In the Brazilian 
civil war the Aquidaban was sunk by a_ torpedo of 
Schwarzkopf make, containing 125 pounds of gun cot- 
ton. No vessel has yet been destroyed by the Whitehead 
when in motion in the open sea. As tothe ram: At New 
Orleans the Indianola was destroyed by the ram and the 
Cincinnati and Mound City were severely injured, but 
the Gen. Lovell was sunk by Farragut’s fleet while she 
was attempting to ram and the Price and Beauregard, 
whilst endeavoring to destroy the Monarch, ran into 
each other. The Esmeralda was rammed and sunk by 
the Huasecar, 187 of her 200 officers and men going down 
with her, At Lissa the Ferdinand Max rammed and 
sank the Re d'Italia. The uselessness of the ram is a 
striking feature of the battles of Augamas and Iquique 
on the South American coast in 1879. Of seventy-four 
attempts to ram in twenty cases the rammed ship was

much damaged, disabled or sunk. At Yalu neither the 
ram nor the torpedo scored a single success. The tor- 
pedoes were so much dead weight, endangering the ships 
and occupying space that might have been more usefully 
employed. Still, fear of the torpedoes prevented a close 
pursuit of the Chinese. At Port Arthur seven torpedoes 
were discharged by the Japanese with four hits, one 
compelling the beaching of the Ting Yuen and one cap- 
sizing the Lai Yuen. Her crew were imprisoned alive in 
an iron tomb and were heard knocking and shrieking for 
days. The mere possibility of a torpedo attack imposes 
a terrible strain upon officers and men. It has been 
found that 1-inch Nordenfeldts and Gatlings are useless 
for stopping torpedo craft of any size. Quick firers are 
needed, and the larger the better. The 12-pounder would 
seem to be about the right weight. 


At Charleston the Federal vessels discharged altogeth- 
er 139 projectiles and the rebel works 2.220. “Never be- 
fore had ships so invulnerable been in action, and prob- 
ably never again will so many hits be inflicted with such 
trivial damage and such slight loss of life. At Lissa the 
damage done to the Austrian ironclads was very slight. 
The Italian projectiles in no case went through their ar- 
mor and backing: with one exception the dents were in- 
significant. The total number of hits scored by the 
beaten fleet was 414, or less than one for each gun 
brought into line. Of 1,452 shot discharged by the seven 
Italian ironclads, which were hotly engaged and sur- 
vived the engagement, perhaps a fourth hit the mark, 
but the fight was at very close quarters. Some days dur- 
ing the war with Paraguay the Brazilians would fire 
4.000 shot and shell into the one work at Curnpaily, 
which was bombarded for weeks. In an action with bat- 
teries the small monitor Algaors received 180 hits and 
the Tamandare 120. These started plates and injured 
the vessels considerably. In the fight of May 29, 1877, 
with the Huascar the Shah discharged in two and a 
quarter hours 280 rounds, of which thirty are supposed 
to have hit the target, but the Huascar was a low free 
board vessel. Including shots from the Amethyst, the 
little Peruvian monitor was struck by sixty or seventy 
shots, without receiving serious injury, and the two Eng- 
lish ships having five times her tonnage failed to capt- 
ure or destroy her. At Alexandria, in 1882, in no case 
was the thinnest armor penetrated, and in no case was 
the damage done sufficient to have prevented any ships 
from re-engaging. Yet the armor was in most cases of 
old-fashioned soft, wrought iron. At Yalu each Chinese 
ship fired 32.8 shots in a minute, with 3.28 hits; each 
Japanese 188.3 shots, with 28.24 hits. 

Mr. Wilson calls attention to the fact that thus far 
we have had no encounter, under modern conditions, be- 
tween fleets approximating equality in skill, discipline 
and numbers. Still, from the unequal contests thus far 
can be drawn certain conclusions, and these he presents 
in his chapter on “the naval battle of to-morrow.” It 
looks to him as though fleet to fleet actions made uni- 
form battleships as necessary as in the past, and that 
there should be a sharp separation of cruisers and battle- 
shins. The torpedo boats are the cavalry of the naval 
hattle and should be held in reserve until the close of 
the battle “when the fight has left great masses of iron 
wreckage; when the targets have lost their power of 
movement; when the crews are diminished in number 
and wearied by the intense strain of action.” The ram 
is 9 .wost uncertain and two-edged weapon. The perfect- 
ing of the pneumatic gun would, in the judgment of Mr. 
Wilson, be the death knell of the battleship in its pres- 
ent form, and it is hard to see what protection could be 
devised against its bolts, and it can easily be fitted to 
merchant ships. They could lie to leeward of the heav- 
ier ships and rain their missiles into an enemy’s squad- 
ron. As to tactics, the conclusion is that line ahead is 
the best formation when the enemy does not run away, 
and it is the normal formation for cruising. A _ trust- 
worthy system of signaling is most urgently required. 

Boarding as a feature of naval warfare has vanished. 
When the motive power of a ship is sufficiently disabled 
to admit of it she is at the mercy of a mobile antag- 
onist. 

No tactical conclusions of any value can be drawn 
from the Yalu fight, where it was only a question as to 
who should get the Chinese vessels for prizes. There 
were no quick firers because there was no “squeeze” in 
them: one of the heavy guns of a Chinese battleship was 
pawned by her Captain and left ashore; shells were load- 
ed with charcoal, and instead of cocoa powder they had 
stuff that would not burn: the guns were kept in shock- 
ing order and were receptacles for pickles, rice and chop- 
sticks. The speed of the torpedo boats was only four- 
teen or fifteen knots, instead of the trial figure of twenty. 
The Chinese Lientenants at the engine ran the telegraphs, 
and, fearing for their own skins, did not transmit cor- 
rectly orders for close action. As peculating Admirals 
and Captains had maintained in peace a shadow of the 
nominal effective force, one-half the Chinese crews were 
raw recruits. The Japanese fleet was for all practical 
purposes an unarmed one, whilst the Chinese had two 
well-armored ships which came out of the encounter 
much battered, but still battle-worthy, and with small 
loss of life. The battle, on the whole, proved the value 
of armor and that the resistance of plating is in excess of 
the indications of the proving ground. Of as little value 
as Yalu is what the French call “the great glory of Foo- 
chow,” because it resulted in sinking. or reducing to a 
sinking condition, every Chinese ship in seven minutes. 
The enemy was contemptible and there was practically 
no resistance. Relays of men could not be brought up 
fast enough on the Chinese ships to fill up the gaps in 
the gun crews made by the hail of Hotchkiss cannon in 
the tops of the French men-of-war. One of the French 
torpedo boats got so close to an enemy’s ship that a sail- 








or planted his fist in the eye of a Chinaman who had the 
impudence to look out of a port-hole. 

The futility of the Spanish attempts upon Callao an 
Valparaiso in 1864-6 “points to the obvious moral that a 
small squadron cannot reduce States to submission, but 
ean only do damage.” Dupont’s attack upon Port Royal, 
the forcing of the New Orleans forts, and the passage 
into Mobile Bay would have been a mere waste of life, 
and unproductive of result, without a landing force, 
During the Franco-Prussian War “the absence of troops, 
or, disembarkation, rendered barren all the efforts and 
all the good will of the fleet.” 

“The modern theory of attack upon forts is a long 
range bombardment, but this presupposes the fact that 
the situation of the fort is known to the assailant, which 
may not always be the case. And it may be questioned 
whether the enormous range of modern rifled ordnance 
will not be found delusive, if such a bombardment is 
ever attempted. Accurate as our heavy guns are at short 
distances, how many shells from a 68-ton gun would fal! 
within the space of an acre at six or seven miles?” The 
attack upon open towns demands a great expenditure of 
ammunition, of which much cannot be carried on ship- 
board. When successfully effected it only serves to em- 
bitter the relations of the combatants. When the bow- 
bardment of Alexandria ceased the Inflexible had only 
ten rounds apiece left for her heavy guns, and the SwI- 
tan not enough ammunition for more than another 
hour’s bombardment. In almost all of the engagements 
between fleets and forts “smoke appears to have greatly 
hampered the gunners on either side.” 

Farragut’s victory at New Orleans “showed that forts 
alone cannot forbid passage to a fleet, even when the 
channel which they command is narrow, tortuous and 
swept by a rapid current.” This has also been shown 
during the Brazilian war and in numerous other cases, 
Mr. Wilson thinks it possible that the pneumatic gun 
will modify this where the channel to be defended is 
narrow. 

In the chapter on ironclad catastrophes are told the 
thrilling stories of the loss of the Captain, the sinking 
of the Vanguard, the Kiénig Wilhelm and the Vic- 
toria. The loss of the Spanish cruiser Reina Regente 
is still unexplained. It is conjectured that she capsized, 
as she was deficient in stability.. “Catastrophes of less 
importance were the loss of the Japanese cruiser Unebi 
in some unexplained way at sea, the foundering of the 
French floating battery Arrogante off Hyéres, the loss 
of the British gunboats Wasp and Serpent, the boiler 
and gun explosions on beard the Thunderer, in all of 
which there was heavy loss of life.” 

The blockade and blockade runners is another subject 
considered by Mr. Wilson, and he concludes that for 
England to maintain such a blockade as we did against 
the Confederacy would require between 1,200 and 1,500 
ships manned by perhaps 200,000 to 250,000 sailors. 
“Whence.” he asks, “are these ships and sailors to 
come?” Adding to England’s 600 warships her merchant 
ships steaming over twelve knots would give a total of 
1,420 vessels. All these would have to be taken. What 
the North found difficult to accomplish, with ports close 
at hand on the blockaded coast, will be infinitely harder 
for England, with bases leagues, sometimes hundreds of 
leagues, away. 

In a side chapter we have an account of the work of 
the Confederate cruisers during our war, reaching the 
conclusion that “in no single respect did the South ben- 
efit through them, except by the venting of a certain 
spleen upon the North. The record of the Southern 
cruisers is one of purposeless, fruitless, almost wanton 
destruction.” The moral is that similar attacks upon 
commerce in the future will be equally fruitless. “No 
nation with any backbone will ever be beaten by it to 
its knees.” The destructive power of explosives, the 
swiftness of attacks, have given war at sea a sudden and 
secret character, which permits of new combinations, 
new methods of causing ruin, which disregards all laws 
of nations.” 

One great merit of Mr. Wilson’s valuable work is its 
impartiality, and freedom from the dogmatic devotion to 
theory that so often blinds an author to facts and theif 
significance. He has clearly defined opinions, but these 
grow naturally out of his narrative of events, and each 
reader is left to form his own conclusions, without sus 
picion that he is being misled by a bias of prejudice that 
suppresses or colors the facts of history. 


W. T. Parker, M. D., secretary of the “Society of Vet- 
erans of the Indian Wars,” sends an argument in favor 
of the passage of the bill “granting officers and enlisted 
men of the Army who are members of the Society of 
Veterans of the Indian Wars permission to wear the 
badge of that society on certain occasions” (H. R. 8,073. 
published last week). Incidentally Dr. Parker answer 
some of the objections that have been made to includ- 
ing officers and enlisted men in the same society, but 
we think that he is proceding upon a false assumption 
as to the facts. According to our experience the objec 
tion to officers and men joining together in social organi- 
zations originates quite as much with the men as with 
the officers. The Army societies open to membership 
from all soldiers who served in that Army with or with 
out rank have found difficulty in persuading enlisted 
men to join them. Article III. of the constitution of the 
Society of Veterans of Indian Wars reads as follows: 
“Any past or present officer acting, non-commissioned, 
soldier of good moral character and reputation, who ha* 
served in the United States during the Indian Wars ané 
who has actually been in service in the country occt 
pied by hostile Indians and whose service terminate 
honorably and who can furnish suitable certificate as t 
such services, is entitled to membership in this society’. 
No honorary membership is permitted.” It appears that 
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pjections are made to this clause by some who fear that 
may interfere with the success of the society, and it 
. been proposed to amend it to read as follows: “Any 
¢ or present officer of good moral character and repu- 
tion who has served in thé Army of the United States 
ying an Indian war, who has actually been in service 
the country occupied by hostile Indians and whose 
ice terminated honorably and who can furnish suit- 
hie certificate as to such services is entitled to active 
mbership in this society; any non-commissioned offi- 
rand soldier who has received a medal of honor or 
rtificate of merit from the United States Government, 
who has been. proffered or been recommended for a 
»mission, or who has been specially mentioned in or- 
rs by the War Department, or his commanding officer 
oficers, and who has served in manner as above indi- 
ted, is likewise entitled to such membership. No hon- 
sry membership is permitted.” There appears to be an 
nest difference of opinion as to which of the two rules

Africa has risen to prominence as a result of the trou- 
bles in Egypt and Abyssinia in the North and the Trans- 
vaal and Matabele insurrection in the South. The situa- 
tion in Cuba has lost none of its interest and the Vene- 
zuelan topic, latest developments indicate, is still a ques- 
tion that may lead to trouble. Nicaragua's revolution 
has produced no new phases apparently and the situation 
in the extreme East is equally quiet at present. This, in 
a _ word, is the war news of the world. An examination 
of the details is not reassuring. The English Army is 
still advancing up the Nile and reports received from 
Cairo indicate that there will soon be an engagement 
with the Dervish forces that will show the mettle of the 
invaders. There are the usual dissensions among high 
officers and it is reported that one of them may — 
Abyssinia is said to be negotiating to secure a Russian 
Protectorate. That country at t present time has 
nothing to fear from the Italian forces. It is reported 
that the difficulty in securing a regular commissariat 
prevents a forward movement on the part of the Italian 
troops. This should be a lesson for the world to take to 
heart. It is evident that the British war with the Mata- 
beles in South Africa will not be a picnic. The Mata- 
beles have evidently learned wisdom from their past de- 
feats, for they are operating like civilized troops in their 
battles with the British, and are a rently aided by 
trained soldiers, probably Germans. e English defeat- 
ed on the Umgaza River, four miles north of Buluwayo, 
a Matabele force that attacked them in force and threw 
forward two wings to make an enveloping movement. 
The British advance guards retired and succeeded in 
getting the Matabeles across the river, where they were 
met and defeated. It is generally believed that the Brit- 
ish will have a hard time in bringing the Matabeles to 
terms. Some excitement was created early in the week 
by the announcement that Hammond, the American, 
and his associates in the Transvaal had pleaded guilty 
to treason and had been sentenced to death. e sen- 
tences were afterwards commuted and it was ascer- 
tained that their plea was made by prearrangement with 
the Boer Government, wholly for political purposes. The 
Irish are taking great comfort to themselves because, 
under stress of circumstances, the British Government 
have accepted their doctrine that political crimes should 
not be severely punished and is urging it in favor of 
those who have subjected themselves to the penalties of 
treason under the law of the Transvaal.

NATIONAL SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


In a debate in the House on the National Soldiers’ 
Home, Mr. Steele said: “In these Homes 78,000 men 
have been cared for, and 15,000 have died. During the 
last year there were, in the National Homes, 20,600 men 
cared for, and the average attendance was about 16,000. 
There have been expended from the organization of the 
Homes to the present time over $40,000,000, and no man 
dare say, or can substantiate the truth of the assertion, 
that there has been one single farthing lost in the ex- 
penditure of this great sum.” 

“And let me tell you further what you will find, that 
the Home for regular soldiers that is under the manage- 
ment of the War Department has cost per capita $197.59, 
while that of the National Home has been but $117.64, a 
difference of $80.25 per man in favor of the management 
of the National Home—about 69 per cent. in favor of 
the National Home. Of those in the National Home 
5,600, or one-third of the whole number, have been in the 
hospital because of their infirmities and their greater 
age. The average age of the members of the National 
Home is over sixty years—pretty nearly sixty-one years— 
while the average age of the men out here at the Home 
for regulars is only a little more than fifty-one years. 

“The Keeley Club was formed in 1892 or 1893, at 
Leavenworth. Since the beginning of that organization 
there have been something over 1,300 inmates at that 
Home who have taken the Keeley cure. Of those there 
have been about 13 per cent. of lapses. Two hundred 
and forty men, confirmed drunkards, who had got to the 
Iiome because they were drunkards, have taken the 
Keeley cure and have rejoined their families and are now 
making their own living at home. An officer high in rail- 
road circles took the Keeley cure of his own volition, 
and I assert that there is not a single soldier who has 
taken the Keeley cure except of his own volition, and 
after they have gone home all have done well.” 

The strongest testimonials were presented during the 
debate to the high character and sobriety of Governor 
Smith, of the Leavenworth Home, against whom charges 
had been made. Every one who knows Col. “Andy” 
Smith will bear like testimony. , 

Mr. Tracey charged that the cost of maintenance per 
capita in the Homes, which was in 1880 $118.23, in- 
creased in 1881 to $132; dropped a little in 1882 to $125: 
increased in 1883 to $137; dropped a little again in 1884 
to $132; in 1885 to $138; in 1886, $125; in 1887, $138: in 
1888, $132; in 1889, $144; in 1890, $141; in 1891, $139, 
and in 1892, $143. All of the charges against Gen. 
Franklin and Col. Smith were effectively answered. Gen. 
Newton M. Curtis, M. C. from New York, said in his 
speech: “I speak as an individual, with a heart full of 
gratitude, of my devotion, my affection and my sincere 
regard for Gen. Franklin. He was my friend when I 
was young, inexperienced in public affairs, totally unac- 
quainted with the duties of the position I had under- 
taken; he gave me instruction which enabled me to per- 
form them, with at least some credit to myself and [ 
hope useful to my country. While in the performance 
of my legislative duty I know neither friend nor enemy. 
I will, however, as an individual, stand before anybody, 
any tribunal, and defend the purity of character, the 
ability and devotion to duty and to his country of Maj. 
Gen. William B. Franklin.” 





THE UNHEEDED MILITARY SERVICES. 


(From Harper’s Weekly, March 2.) 

What has become of the bills relating to the personnel 
of the Navy and the reorganization of the Army? Prob- 
ably, as was to have been anticipated, no action will be 
taken upon them, because Congress is unable to settle 
the controversies between officers that immediately and 
inevitably break out the moment that bills of this char- 
acter are introduced. In other words, Congress is quite 
unfitted to command the military forces of the Govern- 
ment. It can as intelligently regulate the method of ro- 
tation for ministers of the Methodist Church as it can de- 
termine the rules governing promotions in the line of the 
Navy, or the best formations of regiments, or the proper 
proportional distribution of the officers and troops among 
the three branches of the Army. Generally, it is true, 
incapacity to legislate on any given subject does not de- 
ter Congress from passing laws on that subject, but, in 
the matter of the two military services, interested parties 
in the services themselves having influence with leading 
legislators prevent action. Therefore, the officers of the 
Navy will probably continue, for years to come, to enter 
command rank and responsible duties as timid old men 
grown gray in carrying out the commands of others, who, 
if they are fitted, are so because they had the responsi- 
bilities of war thrust upon them in their youth. There- 
fore, also, the Army will retain its present ancient forma- 
tion, while officers stagnate in company commands until 
long after their bodies have become incapable of per- 
forming the physical tasks demanded of line officers. 
Under the command of Congress the Navy personnel reg- 
ulations rank with the old smooth-bore muzzle-loaders 
and the wooden walls of the olden time, and the Army is 
still worse off. With its antiquated organization, its 
lack of a sufficient number of men to permit adequate 
military instruction for either officers or men, and its 
aged subalterns, it is a living and breathing monument to 
the incompetency of Congressional command. , 

And yet the Congressmen who are responsible for this 
ridiculous condition of our armed forces are not wholly 
witless. They know how to impress the imaginations of 
the people who cast the ballots that elect members of the 
House of Representatives, and, indirectly, Senators. So 
they order four big battleships and fifteen torpedo boats, 
and appropriate $11,000,000 for coast defenses. It is 
easy to deal in large generalities, but it would demand 
close study and hard thinking to provide for an efficient 
personnel to sail the ships and to mount and fire the guns, 
and therefore Congressmen leave that task alone. Your 
modern Congressman does not like to waste any time in 
thought, and consequently the wonder is all the greater 
that he does not authorize the heads of the two services 
to organize the Navy and Army as experience gained in 
the practice of the profession of arms, has taught them 
to be best and wisest, just as he authorizes the engineers 
to determine as to forts, and the Ordnance Bureau as to 
guns. At any rate, something is needed. The personnel 
of the two services is of more importance than ships or 
guns, and if it is not attended to the ships and guns will 
become decaying and rusty ornaments long before their 
lives have been half lived.

Rice’s is the only one so far published looking to an 
event of that character, It should, and doubtless will, re- 
ceive the serious consideration, not only of all officers 
connected with the regular and State troops, but of those 
in high authority—An Infantry Officer of 34 Years’

Goddard was a New York man. hile serving on the 
frontier he contracted a disease that cut short what 
promised to be a very brilliant career. He died in Wash- 
ington in 1877. Capt. F. H. Edmunds is at present on 
duty at St. John’s College, Fordham. Capt. Edmunds is 
a member of the Reunion Committee. He has seen a 
great deal of arduous frontier service. Reid T. Stewart, 
one of the brightest and bravest members of the class, 
was killed while leading a oat against the treacher- 
ous savages. He was then in his twenty-second year. 
Charles C. Morrison graduated ninth in his class, served 
on the frontier and went with Wheeler's expedition 
west of the 100th meridian, from 1875 to 1878. e died 
a Captain of Ordnance, at Governors Island May 13, 
1894. George B. Davis is now professor of law at the 
Military Academy. He was one of the most popular 
members of '71, and somehow he still retains his youth- 
ful magnetism. If a cadet was asked to-day whom he 
considered the finest officer in the Army he would un- 
poetatany say Col. Davis. Charles A. Woodruff, now 
Major in the Commissary Department, was another man 
who saw service before entering the Military Academy. 
He enlisted in the 10th Vermont Volunteers in 1862 and 
rapidly rose to 2d Lieutenant. He served with the Army 
of the Potomac and ky ae in all its principal bat- 
tles. At the battle of Cold Harbor, Va., he was wound- 
ed while leading a charge. Covered with blood, he kept 
at the head of his company and received four dangerous 
wounds before being carried off the field. He was dis- 
charged from the Army in 1865 and entered the Mili- 
tary Academy two years later. To the frontier he start- 
ed after receiving his diploma anc, commission as 2d 
Lieutenant. As Adjutant of Montana Infantry, he went 
on the Yellowstone and Sioux expeditions, and also on 
the Nez Percés expedition. While engaged in the battle 
of Big Hole Pass he was wounded three times. It was 
of just such stuff that the class of '71 was com 
from the first to the forty-first man, and that is why it 
is the greatest living alumni class of the Military Acad- 
emy. 

“Walter S. Wyatt, Wallace Mott, George E. Bacon, 
Thomas M. Woodruff, Leverett H. Walker, Richard E. 
Pollion, Henry P. Kingsbury and Andrew HH. Nave are 
names familiar to the student of Indian history and war- 
fare. Frederick Schwatka, after fighting numberless bat- 
tles with the Indians, commanded the polar expedition 


of 1878 
“John A. McKinney went on frontier duty in 1872. 
He fell in the battle of Dry Fork, Powder River, Nov. 


25, 1876, when he was thirty years old. James N. Alli- 
son, James B. Hickey, Charles H. Ribbel, G F, 
Chase, Ulysses G. White, Thomas T. Knox, Francis W. 
Mansfield, James Fornance, Henry B. Robinson, Wiil- 
iam B. Wheeler, Daniel H. Brush, John McA. Webster, 
Charles H. Ward, Alexander McGuard and Thomas 
Mumford all served in the Indian wars and are now in 
the Army, with the exceptions of Charles H. Ribbel, U. 
G. White and Charles H. Ward. 

“Police Commissioner Frederick D. Grant, of New 
York, stood thirty-seventh in the class of '71. is ap- 
pointment as Minister to Austria, and later Commission- 
er of New York police, followed his resignation from the 
Army in 1881. 

“The other members of the class of '71 were Thomas

graduation; Fayette W. Roe and Julius H. Pardee.”

The population of Germany increased in the five years 
ending last December from 49,428,470 to 52,244,503, or 
more than 5% per cent.

In view of the action of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee in so amending the House bill as to authorize 
the construction of torpedo boat destroyers, officers on 
duty in the designing bureaus of the Navy Department 
are closely watching the reports of speed trials of de- 
stroyers built for the British Government. The next 
boat of this class to be tried will be the Quail, of 300 
tons displacement, built by Laird Bros. This vessel re- 
cently had her preliminary trial and did very well, and 
from this the British authorities are led to believe that 
she will excel the record of 31.035 knots made by the 
Desperate, built by Thornycroft Bros., and of 272 tons 
displacement. The Quail has more power than the Des- 
perate and her machinery is different in some respects. 


The Buffalo “Express” of April 14 says: “It is to be 
feared that Count Yamagata will not carry home a very 
high idea of American civilization and culture if he is 
compelled to judge of it from the reception which the 
Governor’s staff gave him in Buffalo. The ‘Express,’ 
for one, feels heartily ashamed that such an exhibition 
should have been made by the official representatives of 
the greatest State in the Union.

given for wearing gaudy uniforms, however, but the ar- 
raying of three civilians in borrowed undress uniforms 
and introducing them as ‘General,’ ‘Colonel’ and ‘Ma- 
jor’ was a shameful act of discourtesy. It amounted 
simply to making game of the distinguished guest.” 


The next annual meeting of the Association of Grad- 
uates of the Military Academy will take place in room 
No. 101, of the Academy Building, at 2:30 P. M., Thurs- 
day, June 11, 1896. The graduating hop will be held the 
same evening (June 11) and the closing exercises of the 
graduating class will take place on Friday morning, 
June 12, In view of the lack of proper conveniences the 
Executive Committee has decided that it will not be ad- 
visable to have either a dinner or a collation at the com- 
ing meeting. There will be two class reunions this year, 
the classes of ’71 and ’86 having decided to meet at West 
Point during graduating week. Two of the vacant di- 
visions of Cadet. Barracks will be fitted up with a num- 
ber of beds, where graduates can have sleeping accom- 
modations from Tuesday, the 9th, till Saturday morning, 
the 13th of June, in case the hotel is overcrowded. 
traduates who expect to use these beds are requested to 
bring their own towels; all other conveniences will be 
provided in the rooms. Those who wish to occupy these 
rooms are requested to notify Lieut. Allen as early as 
possible, and, upon arriving on the post, apply to him 
for assignment. In a circular addressed to the members 
of the association they are asked to vote on propositions 
to so amend the constitution as to make the superinten- 
dent of the academy ex-officio president of the associa- 
tion and to allow the presiding officer at each annual 
meeting to select a secretary and a treasurer from among 
the officers residing at or near West Point. 


Considerable satisfaction is evinced by Secretary Her- 
bert and other officials of the Navy Department over the 
magnificent record made by the battleship Massachu- 
setts on her recent trial trip. Secretary Herbert on Mon- 
day received a despatch from Capt. Dewey, president of 








the Board of Inspection and Survey, stating that with 
tidal corrections applied to the observed speed of the 
vessel, she made an average speed of 16.2079 knots per 
hour. This is 1.2079 knots over the minimum requirement. 
With the premium allowance of $25,000 for each quar. 
ter knot in excess of 15 knots the contractors will get 9 
premium of something less than $125,000. Usually the 
tidal corrections reduce the observed speed, but ‘the re. 
verse was the case with the Massachusetts, She showed 
herself much superior to her sister ship Indiana in the 
matter of speed on her trial trip, but this is regarded as 
due in some respect to the fact that the Massachusetts’ 
bottom was cleaner than that of her sister ship. The In- 
diana made 15.61 knots, and won but $50,000 for her 
builders. The Cramps built both vessels. 


Rear Adml. Norton was detached from’ the commanij 
of the South Atlantic Station late Monday afternoon. 
His orders went by mail to Hampton Roads, where the 
Newark, with this officer on board arrived next morp- 
ing, and he accordingly did not haul down his flag unti| 
Tuesday. Rather an anomalous condition existed at the 
Roads until: Rear Adm]. Norton received his orders, 
With one ship only under his immediate commaiid, 
Rear Adml. Bunce’s fine squadron, lying also at the 
Roads, was subordinate to him, and where he flew the 
blue pennant signifying the senior Rear Admiral present, 
Rear Adml. Bunce hauled down his blue pennant and 
ran a red pennant to the mizzen mast of his flagship, 
The meeting of these two officers has been a matter of 
much comment in naval circles. It is recalled that the 
last time such a meeting occurred was at Port an 
Prince between Rear Adm). Gherardi and Rear Adm. 
Walker, the former with a couple of small ships and the 
latter with quite a command. The Navy is familiar with 
that incident. There is good reason to believe that no 
flag officer will be assigned to the South Atlantic Sta- 
tion for some time to come, as the Department does not 
consider the force on that station large enough to war- 
rant a Commander-in-chief. 


Col. William Ludlow, U. S. A., who was recently re- 
lieved from duty as Military Attaché to the United 
States Embassy in London, arrived in Washington on 
Sunday night and reported his arrival to the War De- 
partment the following day. Col. Ludlow has been in- 
structed to report immediately for duty to the Treasury 
Department as Engineer gf the third lighthouse district, 
Tompkinsville, S. I, It was originally intended to afford 
Col. Ludlow an opportunity to prepare and submit his 
report upon the great European and Asiatic ship canals 
before he was attached to the lighthouse service, but 
the needs of the service are so pressing, owing to the 
heavy duties now falling upon the Engineer Corps that 
it was found advisable to have Col. Ludlow assume his 
new duties immediately and make his report in the in- 
tervals that might be found in the course of his regular 
duties. The results of his inspection of the canals will, 
Col. Ludlow believes, .be of value to the War Depart- 
ment whenever any question arises involving the cost 
and workings of canals of great size. No successor to 
Col. Ludlow as Military Attaché at the United States 
Embassy at London has yet been selected, and there is 
a dearth of applicants for the expensive assignment; but 
it is unlikely that any Engineer officer can now be spared 
for the duty in view of the necessity for the services‘ at 
home of all of-the officers of the corps to discharge the 
heavy duties imposed by the fortifications act and the 
pending river and harbor bill. 


The. Navy Department has raised its embargo on the 
movements of the North Atlantic Squadron. Rear Adml. 
Bunce has, according to our information, been given to 
understand that he can use his own judgment with re- 
spect to sailing with his squadron for evolutionary pur- 
poses. This is the result of the improved prospects for 
continued peace. This change of plans is the result of a 
conference Secretary Herbert had with the Admiral 
during a visit to Hampton Roads. The question of fleet 
evolutions was discussed and the Admiral was given to 
understand that no bar would be placed in the way of a 
cruise. Rear Adml. Bunce has not prepared any definite 
programme of maneuvers, nor is he expected to do so at 
the present time. He will be simply expected to carry 
out the maneuvers laid down in the recently revised 
squadron drill book. Nothing definite has been settled 
about the summer cruise of the fleet for the reason that 
the Naval Militia feature of the coming season has not 
been determined upon. Some of the vessels of the 
squadron will be detailed to this duty and while they are 
away it will not be possible to hold the extensive maneu- 
vers which will be possible when Adml. Bunce’s entire 
fleet is assembled. One of the features of this summer's 
work of the squadron will be an effort to improve the 
day method of signaling. Signaling between ships at 
night is much more rapid and satisfactory than by day 
because the Ardois system can be easily manipulated, 
whereas the displaying of flags necessary in daylight re- 
quires a good deal of time. The present system of day 
signaling by flags exposes the signal men to great danger 
from an enemy's fire in action. A number of methods 
have been suggested to the Department, but one has 
been invented by Rear Adml. Bunce which will be given 
a thorough trial during the squadron’s drills. Most of 
the systems which have been suggested place the signals 
at the peak of the military masts on board the flagships 
and they are operated by means of electricity. Experi- 
ments will be conducted with the most promising in: case 
Rear Adml. Bunce’s system should fail to give the sat- 
isfaction it is thought it will afford. 
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NAVAL PLANS AND PROSPECTS.

Senator Chandler offered an amendment which was 
one of the results of the recent investigation of the 
Naval Committee into the subject of armor manufact- 
ure and the eniploymient of naval officers by private con- 
tractors. It provided that hereafter no payment should 
be made to any officer in-the Navy or the Marine Corps, 
active or retired, while such officer was in the employ of 
any person or company furnishing naval supplies or war 
material to the government, and that sich employment 
should be illegal after Jan. 1, 1897. This amendment led 
to a protracted debate which extended over the remain- 
der of the day on Monday and was continued on Tues- 
day. Senator Gray, Senator Hawley and othiers took the 
ground that it was a great hardship on.the men-so: em- 
ployed to compel them to cither resign from the Navy or 
give up their means of earning a livitrg for themselves 
and their families. They had been retired from the serv- 
ice against their own wishes, and while they were still 
at the service of the country if they should be needed in 
time of war, they were engaged in active employment in 
a line which tended to make them still more valuable of- 
ficers if called on for active service and to keep them 
from rusting out. While no names were nientioned in 
the debate, it was understood by all Senators acquainted 
with the facts that the amendment was aimed at Lieut. 
Charles A. Stone, in the employ of the Carnegie Com- 
pany, and Lieut. John F. Meigs, in the employ of the 
Bethlehem Company. Senator Chandler and all the oth- 
ers who spoke in favor of the amendment expressly dis- 
claimed any intention of reflecting in any way upon these 
officers, and the members of the Naval Committee de- 
clared that they were satisfied that they were honorable, 
high-minded men who had committed no impropriety. 
The-system was what they criticised. The amendment 
was finally adopted by a vote of 45 to 11. 

The provisions for the increase of the Navy were then 
taken up and Senator Gorman offered an. amendment to 
reduce the number of battleships provided for to two. 
Senator Quay moved to amend the amendment so as to 
authorize six battleships. Senator Gorman led off in the 
debate on these amendments, basing his advocacy of. but 
two ships at this session on the argument that the condi- 
tion of the Treasury and the inadequacy of the revenues 
would not admit the construction of more vessels at this 
time. The debate switched off entirely for the remain- 
der of Tuesday and the entire day of Wednesday from 
the subject of the Navy and the provision for battle- 
ships on to a political discussion of the responsibility of 
the two parties for the situation of.the country and the 
financial question. 


PROSPECTS OF WEST POINT GRADUATES. 

A board of officers will, it is expected, be assembled in 
the near future at the War Department for the purpose 
of examining oflicers for retirement. This board is an- 
other feature of Secretary Lamont’s programme to cre- 
ute vacancies for this year’s graduating class at West 
Point. There are at present only eight vacancies in the 
line of the Army to which graduates can be assigned, 
and under ordinary circumstances this would not be in- 
creased above eleven or twelve. Secretary Lamont, how- 
ever, is determined to make as many vacancies as possi- 
ble for the class of seventy-two members. He has there- 
fore sent letters to Department Commanders and Chiefs 
of Staff Corps other than the Medical Corps, asking 
them if there are any officers under their command who 
are incapacitated from active service and who ought to 
be retired. When replies are received it is the intention 
of the Department to order the officers recommended for 
retirement before the board to be assembled at the De- 
partment or before such other boards as may be in ex- 
istence or created specially for examination purposes. 
There are at present nineteen vacancies on the limited 
retired list of the Army and the Secretary of War will 
fill all of these if it is possible to do so. It is expected, 
therefore, that about twenty-five vacancies will exist be- 
fore the graduating day at the Military Academy. Those 
cadets who fail to obtain vacancies will be assigned to 
duty as additionals. 

The War Department is confronted with the absolute 
necessity of providing more Engineers for the military 
service. In case the fortifications bill and the river and 
harbor bill, which recently passed the House, pass the 
Senate and become laws the Engineer Corps will have 
work in hand which would keep a corps five times its 
size busy. As it is, Brig. Gen. Craighill, chief. of the 
corps, and his assistants are under tremendous strain. 
The many sudden deaths in recent years among Engi- 
neer officers have been ascribed to their constant appli- 
cation to work. France has a corps of 1,036 officers who 
attend to duties in their comparatively small country 
which one hundred officers have to perform in the im 
mense territory of the United States. Legislation will, 
of course, be necessary in order to increase the corps. 
The late Brig. Gen. Casey in his last annual report as 
Chief of Engineers made a strenuous plea to Congress 
for authority to make such an increase, and Brig. Gen. 
Craighill, his successor, is thoroughly in sympathy with 
those views. It is, of course, impossible to get such leg- 
islation through at this session, but a determined effort 
will be made when Congress again meets in December 
next to have a bill pushed through permitting an_in- 
crease. It is. the intention of Secretary Lamont, it is 
understood, to assign as many additional 2d Lieutenants 
to the Engineer Corps as the Academic Board will rec- 
ommend. Rumors which have reached the War Depart- 
ment are to the effect that five graduates at least will 
be recommended for duty in connection with this corps.

L. Casey the Senate 
Committee on Pensions says: “For over forty years 
Gén. Casey's life was devoted most assiduously to the 
interests of the government, and it is estimated that the 
expenditures made under him, directly and as Chief..of 
Nngineers, amounted ‘to considerably over $100,000,000, 
The principal works in this city placed under his charge 
were the completion of the State, War and Navy build- 
ing, the completion of the Washington Monument, the 
extension of the aqueduct, and the construction of the 
new Congressional Library buildipg. “The Department 
building was the beginning of that.wonderful reputation 
for efliciency and accuracy that made Gen. Casey one 
of the most trusted officers of the Army. He-develdped 
a remarkable talent for accurate supervision of large 
enterprises, but most of all a positive genius for reliably 
estimating the probable cost of public works of great 
magnitude. So marked was this trait that in after yéars 
members of Congress having to do with appropriations 
regarded his estimates as absolutely trustworthy, aud 
paid him the most distinguished compliment of appro- 
priating all the money for which he askéd. His promise 
to perform a piece of work within an estimate.of time 
amd money was regarded as absolutely reliable and he 
always fulfilled his predictions and forecasts in this re- 
gard.” The Washington Monument and its reconstruct- 
ed foundation “is now regarded by the engineers of, the 
world as one of the most remarkable pieces of ork ever 
accomplished, standing as one of the engineering mar- 
vels of this century.” The nervous disease from whith 
Gen. Casey suffered is ascribed largely to anxiety. and 
worry. Gen. Casey left his widow some property, but 
not nearly enough for her comfortable support. 


The graduating exercises of the Massachusetts Nauti- 
cal Training School were held on board the U. 8. 8. En- 
terprise April 20. Goy. Roger B.. Wolcott, with his staff 
and three of the council, graced the occasion by their 
presence. Commo. Joseph N. Miller, Capts. Albert 
Kautz and John W. Philip and the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the school were also in attendance. The Gov- 
ernor made a graceful speech, appropriate to the day 
and the occasion, and closed by paying a marked compli- 
ment to Lieut, Comdr. Eaton. The diplomas were pre- 
sented by Gov.

This is a 
syllabus of a decision made by Assistant Comptroller 
Kdward A. Bowers in the claim of Andrew Sabine for 
pay, allowances and travel pay: “The discharge of an 
officer to enable him to accept an appointment in a higher 
grade in another regiment, the services being substantial- 
ly continuous, is not a formal discharge and does not en- 
title him to travel pay. On his formal discharge only is 
he entitled to traveling allowances to the place where 
he was originally enrolled or appointed in his first serv- 
ice.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


While at Newport last week Capt. Sampson, chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, witnessed the trial of the tor- 
pedo device recently described here. This device con- 
tained an electrical magnet which when under the in- 
fluence of steel or iron in a ship deflects a rudder in the 
rear of the torpedo so as to guide it toward the vessel. 
It was claimed that the device would work satisfactorily 
for a distance of 100 yards. A Herreshoff launch was 
used for the trial. It was found that the device worked 
satisfactorily at distances of 50 feet or less and is ac- 
cordingly useless for naval purposes. Its weight of 136 
pounds is also said to be a disadvantage which cannot 
successfully be remedied. 

The Naval Board on Construction recommended to 
Seeretary Herbert during the week that an additional 
anchor and chain be placed aboard the cruiser Maine. 
This has accordingly been done at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard, the result being to deepen the draft of the vessel 
forward by about an inch and a half. 

Capt. William T. Sampson, chief of the Naval Bureau 
of Ordnance, and Ensign Cleland Davis, one of his as- 
sistants, will go to Reddington, Pa., on Tuesday next to 
witness the trial of a 15-inch plate, cepeeraseng a group 
of armor for the 12-inch turrets of the battleship Coon. 
The test of the experimental turret at the Indian Head 
Proving Ground is expected to take place on Wednesday 
next before Secretary Herbert and a number of promi- 
nent officials. The turret was set in position and gotten 
ready for the trial by Lieut. N. E. Mason, in charge of 
the proving grounds, and his assistants, in ten days, 
when it was estimated that at least three weeks would 
be required to complete the job. 

The Navy Department received a telegram from Adml. 
Bunce on Wednesday stating that the Board of Survey 
appointed to examine the Columbia had found that the 
injuries sustained by the ship in the collision with the 

yanoke on Monday were not more serious than re- 
ported in his telegram of Tuesday to the Navy Depart- 


ment. It is not believed to be necessary to dock the 

ship, which is fortunate, because the only dock at Nor- 

folk large enough to receive the Columbia is now occu- 
ied by the battleship Texas, which cannot be taken out 
or several weeks. 

Preparations are being completed for the trial of the 
Battleship Oregon, May 11. he Navy Department on 
Thursday sent instructions to San Francisco for the 
trial of the vessel. The conditions under which the trial 
is to be held will be precisely the same as those in the 
ease of her sister ships, Indiana and Massachusetts. 
The trial will take place over a 31-knot course in the 
Santa Barbara Channel, just outside of the old Olympic 
course. The California builders are expressing confi- 
dence that they will be able to match the 16.2079 knots 
of the Massachusetts. 

There was an interesting test of cast steed shell at 
the Indian Head proving grounds on Friday. These 
shell were manufactured by the Johnson Company, of 
New York, the same firm which recently submitted sam- 
ple cast steel shell from which excellent results were ob- 
tained. The projectiles fired were of 6, 8 and 12 inches 
in thickness. 

The Navy Department has received an additional re- 
port in regard to the collision of the Wyanoke with the 
U. 8S. S. Columbia at Newport News, Va. The report is 
luwerely confirmatory of the telegram received at the 
Department announcing the accident. Capt. Sands, 
commanding the vessel, says that the officer of the deck 
at the time of the collision had all hands on deck 
plomptly, and that the boats were lowered and every 
effort made to rescue the passengers and crew of the 
lust vessel. The Captain of the Wyanoke and the mem- 
bers ol the crew were asked to give evidence before the 
board which inquired into the accident, but they refused 
to appear.

The Board of Survey on the Columbia finds the fault 
lies with the Wyanoke and estimates the Columbia’s 
damages at $3,030. Capt. Sands compliments Lieut. 
Lowry, who was officer of the deck, for promptness in 
getting the men on deck in time to save lives. 

The Board on Emergency Ration has completed its in- 
vestigation, and is now preparing its report, which will 
be submitted early next week. 

The U. S. S. Minneapolis was at Gibraltar May 1. The 
Newark has been assigned to the North Atlantic station, 
and will undergo some fifteen days’ repairs at New York. 

The Senate Naval Committee recently sent to the 
President, asking for his authority for nominating Capt. 
Read for promotion, “subject to examination,” and for 
a precedent for such a course. In reply, the President 
has called attention to the action of the Senate in con- 
firming Comdr. Crocker, subject to examination, when 
the conditions in his case were exactly the same, except 
that his predecessor in office did not send a letter stating 
what course he intended to pursue with the officer. In- 
formation from the committee indicates the rejection of 
Capt. Reed's nomination, on the ground of illegality. 

The U. S. S. Brooklyn is to have a preliminary dock 
machinery trial between the 5th and 9th of May. 

The citizens of Nashville, Tenn., some time ago ap- 
pointed a committee to procure a suitable present for 
the gunboat City of Nashville, and the present which 
has now been determined upon is to be a handsome sil- 
ver service, a design for which has been accepted. The 
service will consist of twenty-seven pieces, viz., a punch 
bowl, waiter, ladle and twenty-four cups. They are to 
be of solid silver and the aggregate weight will be about 
700 ounces. The service will be presented in a handsome 
plush-lined case of Tennessee oak. The capacity of the 
bowl] will be three and a half gallons. The design, it is 
said, is strikingly original and is associated with the 
sea, seu shells, sea weeds, dolphins and such being rep- 
resented. 

Comdr. Newell, of the Detroit, reports that in a 6- 
hour trial of that vessel in February last, while en route 
from Nagasaki to Shanghai under forced draught, the 
horse-power developed was 4,096, and the Detroit’s aver- 
age speed while force draft was employed was 19.21 
knots. To obtain this horse-power and speed 10,200 
pounds of coal were consumed per hour. Under natural 
draught the horse-power obtained was 2,588, with a speed 
of 16.4 knots and a total coal consumption per hour of 
6,660 pounds. During the run one of the blowers be- 
came inoperative—the only accident. The boilers showed 
no evidence of strain and the ship was in as good condi- 
tion after the trial as before. 

The U. S. S. Columbia, while anchored off Newport 
News, Va., on April 28, was run into by the side-wheel 
steamer Wyanoke, of the Old Dominion Line. The 
Wyanoke struck the projecting bow of the Columbia and 
sank within twenty minutes, having a very large store 
in her starboard side, forward of the wheel. She lies in 
front of the shipyard, about a quarter of a mile off 
shore, and nothing but her topmasts are visible above 
water. Boats were promptly lowered from both steam- 
ers and fortunately no lives were lost, although the pas- 
sengers and crew of the Wyanoke numbered 149. The 
Columbia sustained very little damage, which was con- 
fined mostly to an indentation of some plates. Capt. Sands. 
of the Columbia, in his report to the Navy Department. 
dated Fort Monroe, Va., April 28, said: “Old Dominion 
steamer Wyanoke last night fouled the Columbia, an- 
chored at Newport News, and sank under her forefoot. 
Passengers all saved. Several of the crew were injured, 
being attended by the Columbia’s surgeons. The dam- 
ages sustained by the Columbia consist of one hole two 
feet in diameter on the port side, ten feet above the 
water line, a heavy indentation two feet above the wa- 
ter line on the same side, and an indentation of one 
plate on the starboard side opposite the hole, opening a 
seam for about six feet; also the temporary loss of one 
anchor and forty-five fathoms of chain. Shall take her 
to Norfolk Navy Yard as soon as the requirements of 
par. 400 of the Navy Regulations are complied with.” 

According toa dispatch from Vancouver, April 29, the 
Pay Clerk of the U. 8S. S. Machias has resigned, owing 
to his having got into trouble recently at Shanghai. 
The Clerk, the dispatch states, became jealous of a Mrs. 
Watson, with whom he had been intimate, and fired at 
her several times. When the police arrived at the 
woman's residence they found her covered with blood 
and suffering from three bullet wounds. The Clerk was 
also wounded, probably self-inflicted. They both are in 
the hospital. The woman may die.

A DRILL AT GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


On the invitation of Lieut. Col. William S. Worth, 13th 
Inf., commandant of Fort Columbus, and the officers sta- 
tioned on Governors Island, Col. D. 8S. Appleton, com- 
manding the 7th Regt., N. G. N. Y., and the officers of 
his regiment went in a body to Governors Island on April 
29, to witness a drill and other practical exercises by the 
battalion of the 13th Inf.—Cos. B, D and F—there sta- 
tioned. They were received with due honors at the dock, 
and, after paying their respects to the Department com- 
mander, Gen. Ruger, were escorted to the parade ground, 
where the troops were drawn 4 in heavy marching or- 
der—field uniform complete.

Maj. Gen. Miles, U. S. A., reviewed the 1st Regiment, 
Col, Bowman, in a street parade from in front of the 
Union League Club, Philadelphia, on the afternoon of 
April 18. With Gen. Miles on the reviewing stand were 
Maj. Gen. George R. Snowden and staff, Gen. John W. 
Schall, First Brigade, and staff, Gen. James W. Latta, 
Col. R. Dale Benson, Col. T. E. Wiedersheim, Adj. Gen. 
T. J. Stewart, Col. J. Biddle Porter, Col. P. M. Washa- 
baugh, Col. Robert Ralston, Maj. Thurber T. Brazier, 
Gen. E. Burd Grubb, Comdr. &. Shunk Brown, Gen. 
J. P. S. Gobin, Lient. Col. North, Lieut. Col. Elliott and 
a number of others. The regiment, which made a very 
handsome appearance, was escorted by its veteran corps. 
In the evening the veterans held their anniversary dinner 
in the Union League Club, Gen. Miles and the regimental 
otticers being among the guests. The General was 
heartily received and in an address, referring to the First 
Regiment, said: “Such an organization is a power of 
strength, and as I saw it march down Broad street this 
afternoon I could not help but reeall the scenes of more 
than 30 years ago, and remember the lovalty displayed 
by the people of pom omg when they so hospitably 
eared for the troops on the way to the field of battle, 
and later founded hospitals for the care of the sick. and 
wounded.” He referred to the result of the war, in 
which he said many of the members of the Veteran Corps 
played an important part, and said its influence was felt 
throughout the world. “It was a struggle of giants,” 
he said, “and a contest more desperate than Napoleon 
ever saw or Cesar ever led.” Referring to the National 
Guard he said he would call it the State troops, because 
he liked that term better than National Guard. “It 
means the safeguard of the State,” he continued.” 
“There seems to be a little prejudice against the Army 
and Navy, and yet there should not be. They stand for 
all that is best against lawlessness. and to protect the 
interests of the citizens of the country where the title 
of citizen means so much. If any man’s hand is against 
the police, Militia or the Army he is against civil law. 
Break down this and what is left? Anarchy, despo- 
tism and imperialism. I trust this feeling of anta- 
gonism will die out and that we will all continue to en- 
joy the blessings this country affords.”

The action of oflicers, smarting under the 
odium cast upon the organization through no fault of 
theirs, in making a stand for the right and forcing an 
undesirable officer out of the regiment will undoubtedly 
result in reform and save the regiment and its good 
name. It is unfortunate that such events should occur 
just at this time and they could easily have been pre- 
vented if the commanding officer had taken his officers 
more into his confidence and heeded the warnings of the 
many against the few and been more alive as to the 
true situation. He may have been deceived as to the 
facts, but the existence of complaints covering so long 
a period makes it almost incredible that such could 
have been the case. Even if prompted by kindly mo- 
tives and to avoid severe measures it was inconsistent 
with the requirements of the military service. 

Adjt. Gen. King, of Wisconsin, under date of April 23, 
announces that officers will provide themselves by or be- 
fore the 1st of July with the regulation forage cap of the 
U. S. Army, substituting the State for the National but- 
ton. No other alterations will be allowed.
